Acopj 
ot the 5 o'clock edition of a New York 
evening paper was fouud in bis pocket 
On Thursday mornins his brother the Hon 
Hr. Goodrich, called at the house to sei 
him, but was unable to gain admission 
and supposing that Charles was absent, he 
took his departure. 
The next morning 


about nine o'clock, he again called, anc 
rang the bell. 
No response being given t< 


hia repeated endeavors to make hiuisel 
heard, be called upon Mr. Potter, a gentle 
man residing in the neighborhood, from 
whom he procured the kej of an adjoining 
house. Entering the latter hs made his 
way through the scuttle of his brother's 
residence. 
He then mafic his way througl 


oaoh room down to the basement. 
The 


front door leading from the hallway was 
locked. 
The kitchen was reached nest, 


and the door leading to the yard was thrown 
op«n to let in the light. 
Wncn he throw 


open the door leading to the front from the 
basement kitchen, a fearful sight met his 
gazo. 


There lay upon his back, with a gash 


over the right eye, and a bullet-hole in the 
upper part of the left temple,the stark, cold 
body of Charles 
Goodrich. 
The head 


rested upon the legs of n pair of boots, the 
hands at full length by the sides. The 
corpse was lying near IUR mantle-piece, 
with the feet towards the door. Tho body 
was attired in a suit of black, tie of same 
color, snowy shirt bosom aud collar. A 
very valuable gold watch, chain and his 
pocketbook were gone. 
By the side of the 


right hand, as though it had been dropped 
from the fingers, which were swollen and 
contused, lay a silver mounted revolver, 
three chambers being emptied. The body 
h»d evidently been bandied, as the blood 
had been washed from the side of the face 
upon which the gash over the right eye was 
visible. 
This was evidently done to give 


the appearance of suicide to tho horrible 
iffair. 
The police authorities were at onci; 


notifled,and detectives and captains flocked 
about the place in numbers. It was then 
found that the window leading from tho 
backyard to the basement had been btoken 
and tue catch shoved back. 
A jacUknife 


was found by the aink, as was also a blood- 
stained towel ; the latter had been washed, 
but the traces of blond were still visible. 


George Fietcher, a young boy who re- 


sides in the neighborhood, stated to & re-' 
porter that when passing Goodrich's house 
Thursday morning, on his way to school, 
he saw a strange man at the door, and 
that he also saw the same man in the same 
place next morning. 
The police have been 


informed of this fanl, which may prove a 
valuable clew in working up the case.
